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CROP  FACTS  FOR  1924 


Pennsylvania  farm  crops  reached  the  highest  valua- 
tion in  1924  since  1920,  being  valued  at  $285,758,000,  an 
increase  of  $27,659,000  over  1923. 

The  1924  crops  were  produced  on  smaller  acreage  than 
in  1923.  The  total  acreage  in  the  principal  field  crops — 
corn,  v^'heat,  oats,  barley,  rye,  buckwheat,  white  pota- 
toes, sweet  potatoes,  tobacco  and  hay,  was  estimated 
to  be  7,521,000  in  1924  compared  with  7,689,000  in  1923. 
On  this  basis,  the  total  acreage  in  all  farm  crops  was 
estimated  to  be  7,754,000  compared  with  7,927,000  acres 
in  1923. 

The  corn  crop  was  valued  almost  twice  as  great  as  the 
wheat  crop,  and  corn  showed  an  increase  of  about 
$9,600,000  in  value  over  1923  while  wheat  was  responsible 
for  an  increase  of  $4,416,000. 

The  average  value  of  agricultural  crops  for  each  of 
the  202,250  farms  was  approximately  $1,412.90  as 
compared  with  $1,212.20  in  1923. 

The  value  per  acre  of  the  principal  crops  was  estimated 
at  $31.30  as  compared  with  $27.43  in  1923,  and  $25.59  in 
1922. 

Approximately  69,000  less  acres  of  wheat  were  har- 
vested than  in  1923  but  the  value  of  the  total  production 
was  $4,416,000  greater  than  in  1923. 

The  five  leading  crops  in  value  per  acre  among  the 
principal  crops  were  tobacco,  potatoes,  corn,  tame  hay, 
and  wheat.

LIVESTOCK  FACTS  FOR  1924 


The  estimated  value  of  livestock  other  than  poultry 
on  Pennsylvania  farms  on  January  1st,  1925,  v^^as  placed 
at  $150,705,000,  a  decrease  of  $6,379,000  since  January 
1st,  1924. 

The  greatest  decrease  in  livestock  valuation  is  in 
swine,  which  were  valued  at  $1,670,000  less  or  9.5  per 
cent  less  than  a  year  ago.  Mules  decreased  in  value 
8.1  per  cent;  horses,  7.0  per  cent;  milk  cows,  2.6  per  cent. 

There  has  been  a  decrease  in  number  as  well  as  value 
of  horses,  mules,  milk  cows  and  swine.  Swine  show  a 
decrease  of  over  200,000  head,  horses  10,000,  mules 
1,000,  and  milk  cows  11,000. 

Estimates  indicate  that  seven  per  cent  of  the  horses 
on  Pennsylvania  farms  are  under  four  years  of  age,  41 
per  cent  from  four  to  nine  years,  and  52  per  cent  ten 
years  old  or  over. 

The  poultry  industry  has  expanded  with  an  increase  of 
over  1,000,000  in  number  of  chickens  and  over  $2,000,000 
in  total  value.  The  number  was  placed  at  16,954,734  as 
compared  with  15,870,145  in  1923,  and  the  value  at 
$18,337,248  as  compared  with  $15,987,097  in  1923.
